Uses of the Mosquito 


There seems almost less to be sald 
in defence of the mosquito than of 
the house-fly, and probably in a hygen- 
ic Utopia both would be removed. 
But an instance is furnished by Pro- 
fessor J. 8. Dexter of Columbia Uni- 
versity of a contribution whic. mos- 
quitos appear to mak:2 towards nat- 
ural process—they pollinate orchids. 
A research student,.Miss Dietz, work- 
ing at plant zoology, first informed 
the professor that in a neighboring 
marsh she had seen a mosquito bear- 
ing on its head two small yellow mas- 
ses which looked like pollen. Profess- 
or Dextor went to the marsh and 
caught a number of mosquitos, all of 
them bearing the yellow masses, 
whick proved to be pollen of the or- 
chid Habenaria obtrusata, at that 
time abundant and in full bloom. It 
is a small green and inconspicuous 
orchid, but its flower is very similar 
in construction to that of Orchis Mas- 
cula, described by Darwin in his book 
on orchids. Moreover, with mosquit- 
oes substituted: for bees the complex 
process of pollination is very nearly 
identical in the case of either orchid. 
Professor Dexter gathered a number 
of the plants aad collected a few mos- 
quitos which were free from pollen 
and put them together in a glass aq- 
uarium jar. Ina few days the mos- 
quitos had removed most of the yel- 
low patches about their eyes. This 
appears to be the ouly case known in 
which mosquitos are the chief evi- 
dent agents of pollination.

In L’Opinion, that ‘the German unl- 
versity youth of today is, broadly 
speakjng, neither alert Wt wide-a- 
wake, nor keenly interested’ in con- 
temporary questions. He reads lit- 
tle, observes little; he is stolid, self- 
satisfied, without foresight, ignorant. 
He is. at the beck and call of the 
forces which rule the country. Upon 
it the military state rests—it is one of 
the pillars on which it raises its hier- 
archial edifice. : 

The writer considers that the young 
men of the university form a caste 
which is closely linked. with the caste 
of the army. 

The student !mitates the lieutenant. 
He adopts his stiff carriage, his re- 
strained walk, He wears his mus- 
tache in the same way; he bows with 
the same click of the heels., This unt- 
versity cas.e is also a devout support- 
er of the GoVernment, cnd of the Gov- 
ernment not ‘as representin; some 
principle or other, but simply as such. 

There is, he goes on, in the German 
nature, I will not say a natural serv- 
ility, but an inborn tendency to obed~ 
jence, an inveterate respect for power. 
The youth of the university shares the 
sentiments with the majority, but 
other copsideration enter into his at- 
titude. The attachment of the stu- 
dent and also of the professors to 
the Government is due ro doubt to a 
sincere conviction that on it the na- 
tional greatness depends. But this 
conviction is further strengthened by 
the knowledge of the advantages to 
be found in subserviance to the pow- 
ers that be. -The cry of the stomach 
(sic) ts in harmony with the cry of 
the heart, 

Among the German students is 
found no trace of the intellectual mea- 
sles, which seizes on the young 
Frenchman—an Englishman for that 
matter—in the first year of university 
life, «nd passes off in a harmless, 
even salutary, eruption of red ties. 
The writer’s conclusion is: The youth 
of Germany today does not resemble 
the young man of 1830. He does 
not march in the vanguard toward 
a future of liberty and consolation. He 
bends his neck to the yoke, and does 
not find it galling.

Amendinent ot 
Naturalization Act 


An agreement iit totals the Brit, 
ish and Canadian authorities has 
at last been reported on the diffi- 
cult and vexatious problem of im- 
perial naturalization over which 
there have been negotiations for 
years, Legislation which is agree- 
able to both the Asquith and the 
Borden governments has at last 
been drafted and has received the 
approval of the two ministers, and 
all that remains now is for concurr- 
ent legislation in the British and 
Canadian houses. 

Hon. ©. J, Doherty has. returned 
to Engand’a copy of proposed leg- 
islation which has been approved 
by the Canadian authorities. In 
all probability the bill will be in- 
troduced in the British house next 
session, and will be passed here at 
the same time. Canadian legislat- 
ion will be necessary as whe pass- 
ing of the measure through the 
imperial house will not be effective 
in Canada. 

For years there has been an agit- 
ation over the question of natural- 
ization? As matters now stand, 
the United Kingdom does not reco- 
gnize the Canadian naturalization 
laws, which are not as strict as the 
British. There has arisen the ano- 
maly of a naturalized Canadian be- 
ing a British subject in Canada and 
not recognized as such in the 
Motherland. The most notable 
case is that of Hon. George H. 
Perly, minister without portfolio, 
who was born in the United States 
and is a naturalized Canadian. 
Although being a minister of the 
crown and an adviser of the king, 
if he went to England he would 
not be a British subject. This has 
worked both though the 
other side, of it has never been em- 
phasized, but a man naturalized in 
Great Britain would have no stand- 
ing as a British subject in Canada. 

The chief difference between the 
Canadian and British laws was 
that a man had to be present in 
Canada only three years to become 
a naturalized ‘Canadian, while in 
Great Britian five years’ residence 
was required. By the proposed 
law the British authorities stick to 
the five years, but five years in the 
British empire, with the last year 
in Great Britian, — | is sufficient for 
naturalization” } purposes. Canada 
will adopt similar legislation and 
both governments will recognize 
the other naturalization laws.

Severs 
al women fainted at the unusual sigh 
while children screamed, dogs yelpad 
and a young son of Cordwalner Thom.

ler’s shop, was thrown down by the 
crowd which collected and had‘his arm 
broken. The defendant pleaded that 
he was merely exercising a right, pos- 
sessed by every Englishman, to appear 
in any head-dress he chose, and had 
not violated any law. ,He was, nev- 
ertheless, bound over in $2,500 to keep 
the peace, This verdict aroused the 
wrath of \he Times. In its issue of 
January 16, 1797, the hat worn by 
Hetherington is described as an ad- 
vance in dress reform, and one which 
is bound sooner or later to stamp its 
character upon the entire community. 
The new hat is destined to work a re- 
volution in headgear, and we think 
the officers of the Crown erred in 
placing the defendant under arrest.

OPENING SAFES BY MUSIC. 


Latest Scheme of the Makers to Foil 
the Busy Burglar. 

To make safes burglar proof by abol- 
{ishing all locks, keys and keyholes 
Mr. Thorne Baker of London utilizes 
the well known sensitiveness of a 
tightly stretched wire to respond to its 
own musical note. The wire is in the 
safe. To open it ove must blow u 
trumpet or sound a tuning fork in the 
The wire Is con- 
nected with an electric battery. When 
the note Is sounded the wire vibrates 
and turns on the current which op- 
erates the locking mechanism. 

As a grenter safeguard Mr. Baker 
| puts three wires, tuned to three dif- 
ferent keys, and each operating a lock. 
So it Is necessary to sound three differ- 
ent notes on the bugle, trumpet, organ 
or tuning fork in order to open the 
safe. . 

The one evident objection to this 
locking apparatus is that one or more 
of the wires might gé&& out of tune, in 
which case the safe cot not be open- 
ed until the right key waXfound.—New 
York World. 


The City Farthest South.

SMALLEST OF CANADA'S NATION - 


AL FARKS IS MOST UNIQUE. 
’ —— Sh d 


; Place to the West of Port Arthut 
{ Where Canada Joins With th 
| U. S. For the Preservation a 


Timber and Game, Is a Primeva 
Wilderness Untouched Since Piern 
de la Veranderye Crossed It. 


Working in conjunction with th 
United States, Canada has establieh 
ed a game preserve in ths great an 
inhabited region west of Port Arthu 
which, if the present, policy of bot! 
Governments is maintained, will b 
spoken of fiffy years from now as ow 
of the few great districts in whiel 
conditions, are practically the san 
as before the coming of the white man 

anown as the Quetico Forest Re 
serve, this natural park, although th 
smallest of Canada’s five districts it 
which game protected the yea 
round, is one of ihe most remark 
able and unique. Lying nearly mil 
way between Port Arthur and Lakt 
of the Woods, it remains t>-day asa ¥ 
was when Pierre de Ja Verandery¢ 
passed through it two hundred yeart 
ago, the first white man to trava 
from the “Soo” to the great plains o 
westerr Canada. Below ‘it, and of 
either side, civilization has claimed 
its own, but, except for fire rangert 
and game wardens and a few ven 
turesome tourists, the district re 
mains unknown, untenanted. Wild 
animals are unmolested the yea 
round, and the number of moose is 
increasing so rapidly that the pari 
undoubtedly can claim the distinction 
of being the greatest moose country 
in the world. 

This reserve, set aside three yeart 
ago, has many things in its favor.. Te 
the north the wilderness stretchet 
to the end of the continent. Three 
railroads now pass north of it, but, 
except along tne lines of steel, there 
are no inhabitants. South of it is the 
United States. where an even greater 
district has been set aside for thé 
reservation of timber and the preser 
vation of game. 

Fast and west is a similar wilder. 
ness. Eastward, one could travel 
nearly as far as the. width of the re- 
*erve itself before encountering signs 
of civilization. Westward, there is 
also a great district with only a few 
inhabitants. The reserve is only fitty- 
seven miles long and forty wide, con- 
taining something over a million 
acres, but all around it i3 a huge 
district in which conditions are much 
the same as within its Lorders. ' 

Thus, the establishment of the re- 
serve means that game will thrive 
in a district much greater than* the 
reserve itself. When the moose haa 
become a rare animal in many places 
a tourist will be able to see as many 
as twenty in a day in the Quetico. 
Deer are increasing, now that wolves 
are being exterminated, while only 
a little way to the north cre caribou, 
which come down in bands in the 
winter. Fur-bearing animals, trap- 
ped by- Indians before the establish- 
ment of the reserve, are increasing, 
while the lakes and streams are ex- 
cellent fishing grounds. In time, when 
black bass have been planted in the 
clear, deep lakes, and speckled trout 
added to. the streams, Quetico will 
be known as one of the greatest fish- 
ing districts »n the continent. 

The reserve has a beauty peculiar 
to that great district in which it lies. 
Between Port Arthur and Manitoba 
the area of water is nearly as great 
as that of land. In Quetic- this holds 
true,-and, within its comparatively 
small limits, one could spend six 
months in a canoe and then not see 
the Jast of the lakes and streams. 
Many are not on the map, the geo- 
logical survey having traced only 
the larger bodies of water. 

On Quetico Lake are large stands 
of timber such as are seldom found in 
this great district,:the lakes are filled 
with pine-crowned islands, and the 
Laurentian granite has given to the 
shores a rugged and picturesque as- 
pect which adds to its wildness and 
beauty. 

The reserve is bisected by the fam. 
ed Dawson route, over which early 
settlers in Manitoba passed on their 
way to the prairies. Remains of the 
piers and steamboats are still to be 
seen in some places—relics of the 
days when western Canada was un- 
known and when it was not believed 
that steel raily would ever replace 
the wide-cut portages and steam- 
boats on the lakes. Over this route 
Lord Wolseley took his troops to quell 
the first Riel rebeliion. In two places 
there are rel of once-flourishing 
Hudson Bay fpfostd. 

The Quetico Forest Reserve is in 
charge of Col. D. Douglas Young, 
formerly of the Canadian militia, and 
in command of the 200 Canadian sol- 
diers sent to Selkirk atid Dawson to 
preserve order in the historic days of 
98. The colonel hes hunted and 
fished in many parts of Canada and 
Kurope and is perfectly at home in 
the wild region over which he now 
rules. Headquarters on the reserve 
were established nearly two years 
ago, and Cclonel Young's staff of six 
men is now patrolling the great dis- 
trict entrusted to its care. Canoe- 
ists in the summer are supervised in 
their journey through the reserve, 
and in winter poaching trappers fror 
the American ride, both Indian an 
white, are driven outside .the bous- 
daries, ' ‘
